Counselor Credits Guidance Aid 
For Drop in Student Failures

A program of guidance, instigated In Torrance schools this year, has resulted In a drop of ninth grade students falling classes from 32 per cent last year to five and one-half per cent this year, the Torranco Educational Advisory Committee wantold last Monday noon. *         :  ——————
Ivan Malm, boys counselor at 

Torrance High School, addres­ 
sing a noon luncheon at the 
TEAC, said that he could not 
attribute the lowering of the 
number of failures to easier 
grading nor lowered standards, 
but credited the gain in the 
number of passing students to 
the guidance offered students 
in- the ninth grade basic skills 
classes.

Mrs. Joanna Garvcr, girls 
counselor, said the aim of the 
guidance program is to provide
sslstance in programing of 

a high school student's course 
of study, offering aflvice on vo-
ational pursuits, treating the 

special, child (both the highly 
intelligent and the retarded) 
with special consideration, pro­ 
viding the proper tools for a 
guidance program (books, apti­ 
tude tests, etc.) prevailing upon 
the services of a trained psy­ 
chologist when necessary, .and
uggcstlng the proper college 

and course of study for those 
students intending to attend col­ 
lege.

John Stelnbaugh, principal of 
Torrance High School, told the 
group that the goal of the guld-

nee program was to steer a 
child along a course to enable
ilm to make his own decisions. 
It was not the goal of the pro­ 
gram to make the decisions for 
the child.

Outlining the present pro­ 
gram, Charles Wallace, vice 
or 1 n c I p a 1 of Torrance High 
School, said the guidance of stu­ 
dents in the ninth grade is un­ 
dertaken! by the teacher of the
basic skills class." Here the 

student is under'instruction for 
four periods each day during 
the student's first year in'high 

hool. In the tenth and eleventh

grades the transition from an 
all-day, teacher-pupil association

same teacher for two periods 
every day. In addition there are 
grade level advisors upon whorif 
students are encouraged to call 
for help, suggestions and ad­ 
vice.

"The entire success of the 
program," Wallace said, "lies ,jnr 
establishing a feeling of confi­ 
dence in the student for his 
"personal advisor," who must 
make the student see and ana­ 
lyze his or her own problems  
then assist the student In mak­ 
ing decisions to solve the prob 
lem."
